PLANS FOR COMING SEASON i 

Systematic Park Plans, Lower Lighting* 
Rates and Hotel Accomodations 
to Be Sought 

Opening the Board of Trade meeting ! 
Monday evening. President Mead sug- i 
gested a departure from past practiu 
for another summer, lie piv x <sed that 
the Board meetings should be omitted 
for two or time months during the 
summer, because during that time in¬ 
terest is at a low ebb and little can 
be accomplished owing to tiie absence 
ol many members from the city. In 
case of emergencies the Board could be 
called together by action of the directors. 

In reporting for the committee on 
civic improvement, F D. It. Moote said 
he thought there was little that the 
Committee could accomplish beyond what 
had already been done in encouraging 
the planting of lawns and street trees. 
He presented the need for some plan ot 
civic improvement ou a comprehensive 
scale and urged that a committee be 
formed to represent all the important 
organizations of the city to consider such 
plans. When put in the form of a mo¬ 
tion it was adopted by the Board, the 
committee to include representatives ot 
the City Trustees, the \\ Oman’s Club 
and the Water Company. 

Speaking along the same line, Presi¬ 
dent Mead reported u recent interview 
with President Andrews ot the W ati r 
Company. Mr. Andrews has long entei - 
tuined the idea of putting into condi¬ 
tion for park purposes the property ol 
the Water Company in the Santa Anita 
wash on the east and in the Bailey can¬ 
yon near the head of Lima street. 1 lit s, 
tracts could be cleared of brush and 
made exceedingly attractive without in¬ 
voicing large expense, forming natural 
parks of great beauty such as few cities 
have easy access to. For the committee 
members to represent the Board of Tradt 
President Mead appointed W. S. An¬ 
drews and F. I). K. Moote. 

In view of the approach of the season 
when the demand for hotel accomoda¬ 
tions will be pressing several members 
thought it might be advisable to take 
up again the matter of securing such an 
enterprise for Sierra Madre. About two 
years ago an ellort was made in tlii- 
direction but was dropped. One obstacle 
in the way then was the fact that the 
prospective management did not seem 
suitable. Another difficulty was the face 
that the plans called for an establish 
ment rather more extensive than seemed 
practicably. But that there is a demand 
for first class hotel accomodations here 
is indisputable. It seemed to he tin 
sense of the meeting, in view of this 
fact, that an effort should be made im¬ 
mediately to . get such an enterprise 
started, even if not on a large scale. A 
building could be erected with a view 
to future enlargements. On motion of 
J. J. Graham, seconded by George B. 
Morgridge, the president was authorized 
to appoint a committee to take the 
matter in charge. The president ap¬ 
pointed Messrs. M. H. Bridle, H. G. 
Flint and C. H. Betts.

be a twenty-four hour affair in the! 
neighboring town, says the Monrovia 
Messenger. The trustees of Arcadia! 
adopted a resolution Tuesday evening 
instructing City Attorney Monger to 
prepare an ordinance requiring the clos- { 
ing of saloons at one o’clock in the j 
morning on week days and all day on 
Sunday.

The resolution was adopted by the 
affirmative vote of Trustees Unruli. 
Compton and Lawrence. Trustees Bow¬ 
man and Newman did not vote. The 
three who voted for the resolution can 
practically be relied upon to vote for 
the adoption of the ordinance and that 
will make the action final. 

I he action taken by the trustees will 
probably stop the proposed circulation 
of a petition asking that the saloons 1 k- 
abolished entirely. The petition was 
being prepared, and even yet it may 1> 
circulated, but it is considered likely the 
announced determination of the trustees 
to more carefully regulate the resorts 
will stop the more active opposition for 
the present. 

Ever since Arcadia was founded by 
the late “Lucky" Baldwin, the saloon- 
have been allowed free -wav. They have 
opened and clos'd at their pleasure. If 
business was good, they remained open 
all night, and every day in the week 
Sunday included, was the same. 

The first of the month James Morley 
became interested in the Oakwood Ho¬ 
tel and he planned to make the hotel an 
exceedingly attractive place for the joy 
riders of Los Angeles and vicinity. He 
imported a number of clever entertain¬ 
ers, and while visitors supped or imbibed, 
clever amusement was provided.

PASStS AWAY 

ALSO FOUNDED POPULAR CAMP 

W. M. Stutevant Dead at Soldiers’ 
Home — Was an Interesting 
Character 

| _ 

Wilbur M. Sturtevant, a former resi¬ 
lient of Sierra Madre. passed away at 
i the Soldiers’ Home, Sawtelle. on Thurs- 
j day of last week at the age of 74 years. 

| Apoplexy was the immediate cause of 
death. 

Mr. Sturtevant was one of the most 
interesting figures associated with the 
* mountains of this vicinity. He has an 
| enduring monument which will perpetu¬ 
ate his name, probably foi generations 
j to come, in the Sturtevant trail from 
! Sierra Madre to the West Fork of the 
j San Gabriel. He planned and built the 
| trail and was also the founder of Sturte- 
vant’s Camp, neai the headwaters of the 
Big Santa Anita Canyon. 

He was born at Cleveland, UUio. He 
•< r\ -J in the Civil War ; n the 103d Ohio 
volunteer infantry. After that he en¬ 
gaged in mining in Colorado. He came 
to Pasadena fifteen years ago and began 
prospecting in the Sierra Madre moun¬ 
tain-. Most of the trail which 
bears his name was built by Mr. 
Sturtevant, assisted by Lewis New¬ 
comb and others. It i- now main¬ 
tained as a government trail and 
is kept in condition by Uncle Sam s 
fore-try service. On account of the easy 
grades and the excellent condition in 
which it is kept it is easily’ the most 
popular trail of the campers and hunt¬ 
ers going to the West Fork. The portion 
of the trail between Sierra Madre and 
Winter Creek was built before Mr. 
Sturtevant came here, and used as a 
wood trail. 

Sturtevant’s Camp was operated for 
some years by- Mr. Sturtevant. It was 
well chosen so far as location is con¬ 
cerned, the deep canyon and immense 
tree- making it a cool, restful -pot dur¬ 
ing the heat of the summer. 

Permission to irse the land where the 
camp i- situated was refused Mr. Sturte¬ 
vant by the government about ten years 
ago. During an extensive forest fire in 
the neighboring mountains he had fur¬ 
nished supplies to the lire fighters who 
, were rushed to the scene, and it was 
claimed that he had overcharged the 
government in rendering his bill. His 
; bill was cut down about $1,000 when 
, pay’ment was made and the loss was 
more than he could stand. The disap- 
. pointment and subsequent loss of health 
, rendered him unable to keep up the fight. 
For several years he operated a small 
bee ranch in the hills near the foot of 
, the Mt. Wilson trail. He has been a 
, resident at the Soldier’s home at differ¬ 
ent times during the past five years. 
He is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
W. P. Nye of Covina and Miss Myrta 
M. Sturtevant, a teacher in the Pasadena 
schools.
